HITLER S DEATH TAKES PLACE AS ONE 


OF WAR S MAJOR MYSTERIES 


L O N D O N — The death of Adolf H itler moved into 
its anticipated place as the w ar’s m ajor m ystery today 
with a flood of reports that embraced suicide and murder 
as well as natural causes in connection w ith his passing. 
W ell-inform ed circles in London made clear that the 
Allied high command is determined to establish, beyond 
all shadow of doubt .that H itler actually is dead. 
A ll the elements of a carefully-laid plot to deceive the 
entire world and create a situation wherein Hitler might 
conceivably “ come to life” again at some time in the fu ­ 
ture to revive Nazism and start another war still prevailed. 
D r. Hans Frank, identifying himself as Nazi M inister 
of State for the Germ an protectorate of Bohem ia and Mo- 
iavia, proclaimed over a Nazi short-wave station: 
“ For us the Fuehrer is not dead. 
“ The oath of allegiance we swore to him is from now 
on valid from every Germ an to Adm iral Doenitz.” 
British spokesmen had no comment on the flood of 
rumors but did not deny published reports that a full in­ 
vestigation would be made at the proper time and place 
into the actual circumstances of H itler’s death.

The w a r , with its larger demand for zinc, and the 
reduced amaut ol shipping to bring in competing foreign 
materials such as zinc, have prevented the full disastrous 
effects from being felt. 
/in* serves as an excellent illustration of one of the 
worst features of th** Rec tprocal Trade Agreem ents plan— 
tile use by the government of arbitrary and high-handed 
authority for acts whit h c annot be appealed. 
I he industry did not protest in advance against the 
C anadian agreement of 19 39 for the simple reason that it 
was assured no < bange was contemplated 
in fact, that it 
could not be made legally with Canada since Canada was 
not, as the law required, the principal source of foreign 


zinc. 
Nevertheless the State Department did in fact take 
the unauthorized step of putting zinc in that agreement, 


and refused to listen to appeals, 
The Mexican reductions were not protected either, 
because they were made in the midst of war and were 
definitely promised to be for the war duration only.
